For long years the writers prefer- 
ence was for used stamps in that 
they actually did postal duty and, 
therein lies somewhat of the romantic 
as well as of service. To him, mint 
stamps—well, they were just minia- 
ture pictures, perhaps designed with 
all useful prospects for service, or 
again many just to get the collector’s 
money. No matter what one collects 
we believe that half the attraction 
lies in realization that the item rep- 
resents a period and contributed ser- 
vice during that period. But more 
recently we admit a slow conversion 
to mint stamps. Like new dollar bills, 
they are clean, crisp and attractive. 
And while we don’t believe stamp col- 
lecting should be cultivated with 
matters of gain as the chief inspira- 
tion, mint stamps can be an invest- 
ment. We're not suggesting Tanna 
Touva or some others of doubtful 
requirements for postal needs, but 
those countries whose postal traffic 
substantiates new issues, and there 
are many of them. Yes, we finally 
may become mint stamp conscious. 
The old method of waiting to secure 
them. used is too slow in these fast- 
moving times. Recently a dealer 
started sending us new B.C.’s as they 
come out. I guess he’s behind our 
budding conversion. Thus we now 
see them new and honestly, the 
ones we like best whet our appetite 
to get them used

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STAMP MOSAICS—UNIQUE 
HOBBY 
(From Kate Aitken’s Column in 
The Montreal Standard) 

Robert Clarke, stationary engineer 
with a Toronto firm, has a hobby 
which invariably gets attention. He 
carries with him on his street car 
travellings a pocketful of cancelled 


stamps and a pair of tiny embroid- ' 


ery scissors. 

As he journeys he carefully snips 
out colored bits of the stamps. Then 
in his leisure time he pastes them in 
a paper mosaic of flowers, animals, 
birds and quotations. 

“Pve done the Lord’s Prayer a 
doen times,” said Clarke.

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out with small curved scissors. Then 
the pasting begins. 

No regular design is laid out in 
the paper. Rather, claims Clarke, he 
starts with one motif and the pat- 
tern just grows. 

In his stamp mosaic career, which 
has extended over 45 years, Clarke 
has made more than 500 pictures and 
has approximately 100 hung in his 
own home. 

“It takes months to do some of 
them,” said Clarke. “Others I paste 
up in three or four days.” 

The pride of his career was the 
mosaic which went to Buckingham 
Palace following the birth of Prince 
Charles. 

“For the figure of the baby,” said 
Clarke, “I used the gayest stamp 
clippings I had. The picture was 
bordered with eoldfinches and had 


bluebirds in the upper corner. A 
maple leaf background made the 
figures stand out. ‘Congratulations 


from Canada’ was done in bold clip- 
pings.” 

And naturally, the letter of thanks 
from Princess Elizabeth is one of 
Clarke’s treasured possessions.

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The Medallion Issue of 1932 


M. W. CRYDERMAN 


The Medallion Issue made its ap- 
pearance on Dec. 1, 1932. There were 
six values, 1, 2, 3, 4, 5 and 8c. At the 
same time a 13c stamp was brought 
out to replace the 12c stamp of the 
previous issue, that is, to pay the 
combined postage and registration 
rate which had been automatically 
raised when the domestic postage 
rate was increased to three cents. 


The design was the Bas relief 
Medallion design of the Ottawa Con- 
ference three cent value, with the 
dedicatory tablet removed. This de- 
sign was used because it had been so 
well received at the time of the Ot- 
tawa Conference issue. 


The stamps were printed by the 
British American Bank Note Co. on 
medium white wove paper in sheets 
of 400, which were divided into post 
office sheets of 100. The plate was 
placed at each corner of the large 
sheets. Numbers used were 1-6 for 
the le; 1-3 for the 2c; 1-12 for the 
3e; and 1-2 for each of the other 
values. A rather puzzling fact to be 
noted in this connection is the ap- 
pearance of albino and phantom plate 
numbers. The former could be due to 
poor inking or defective wiping by 
the mechanical wiper used on the 
Stickney rotary press. The latter 
however are difficult to account for. 
The phantom numbers may be found 
anywhere along the sheet margins 
and are usually other numbers than 
that of the plate being used, that is 
the real plate numbers Perhaps they 
are some type of offset from a pre- 
vious use of the press. Different 
phantoms could be accounted for by 
locking the two halves of different 
plates together instead of the two 
halves of the same number. 


Three types of gum were used for 
this issue, white, yellowish and 
brown, which was streaky on the 
rotary printing on moist paper and 
flat on the rest including the 1c flat 
gum variety. Perforations gauge 11 
for the regular issue, 8% for the 
coils. 

The 1, 2 and 3c denominations were 
printed on Stickney rotary presses, 


a much faster press, due to the fact 
that a continuous web of paper was 
printed which was later cut up into 
sheets. The paper was moistened so 
that less pressure was necessary and 
the design was only slightly emboss- 
ed on the paper. After the printing 
and gumming process, the web of 
paper was passed through two roll- 
ers known as “gum breakers”, in the 
cutting and perforating process, with 
the idea of making the sheets lie 
flat. This produced parallel breaks in 
the gum about 5 mm. apart. Some 
dry pre-gummed paper was used for 
these values also, mostly the 1c, re- 
sulting in flat gum and heavier em- 
bossing due to the increased pressure. 
The 4, 5 and 8e values were printed 
on dry pre-gummed paper exclusively 
on flat presses and are therefore 
found only with flat gum. 


Since the coils were printed on the 
rotary presses, we find a line of 
colour between stamps where the 
crack between the two halves of the 
curved plate filled with ink and 
printed itself on the paper. Pairs 
with this line between them are 
known as line pairs. The le coil was 
issued Nov. 3, 1933, the 2c on Aug. 
15, 1933 and the 3c on Aug. 16 of the 
Same year. ; 


Of the coils, numbers printed were 
13,573,000 of the 1c; 10,265,000 of the 
2c and 28,310,000 of the 3c. No 
figures are available as to the quan- 
tities of the booklet panes printed. 
For the regular postage the quan- 
tities are: 

1c—527,450,000 
2e—514,300,000 
3c—not released 


4c— “7,017,000 
5e— 54,500,000 
8c— 4,465,000 


There were 5,016,000 of the 18e violet 
printed. 

Booklets of the 1, 2 and 3c stamps 
were also issued on Dec. 1, 1932. The 
one cent booklets consisted of 4 
panes of 6 stamps, the twos of 2 
panes of 6 stamps and the threes of 
2 panes of 4 stamps. There was also 
a combination booklet containing a

pang of 4 of each of the three values. 
These were produced on the rotary 
presses but are heavily embossed 
with flat gum, indicating the use of 
dry pre-gummed paper and heavy 
pressure. The words “PLATE” and 
“No. 1” or “No. 22” are sometimes 
found on the tab, which increases the 
number of collectible varieties. 


It has been the custom for the 
British American Bank Note Co. and 
the Canadian Bank Note Co. to fur- 
nish the Post Office Dept. with six 
complete sets of imperforate sheets 
of each value along with the proofs. 
One of these was for the Depart- 
ment’s museum in the Department of 
Records, another for His Majesty’s 
stamp collection and the remaining 
four were at the direction of the 
Postmaster-General. When the recip- 
ients of these four sets have passed 
on, the imperforates come onto the 
market and in general are a very dis- 
turbing factor to the philatelic pub- 
lic. Quite properly the Canadian Post 
Office Department has discontinued 
this practice and has given instruc- 
tions that no more imperforates are 
to be prepared. The question arises 
as to whether these imperforates are 
proofs, printer's waste or stamps. 
Although they have never been issued 
to post offices or sold for postage, 
or used to prepay postage, and were 
probably specially prepared before 
the main run, nevertheless they were 
printed in correct colours on stamp 
paper, on the authority of the De- 
partment, and could no doubt be used 
for postage. In fact there is nothing 
to distinguish them from ordinary 
stamps except the lack of perforation 
and their extreme scarcity. It is true 
that they are favour items, and as 
such should be condemned, but they 
must be accepted as stamps regard- 
less of what our unrealistic and in- 
consistent catalogues do. 

The 1c stamp varied in colour from 
yellow green to blue green. There 
were no varieties of importance other 
than the flat gum variety. 

The 2e value was fairly uniform in 
colour, running from brown to slight- 
ly darker brown. There were some 
minor varieties and an unaccounted 
for variety once thought to be from 
another die. In the other values there 
is a heavy horizontal line at the base 
of the oval containing the portrait. 
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Normally this line is broken in the 
2c value where it touches the oval 
and the space is filled with cross 
hatching. This may have been due to 
a relief break on the transfer roll, 
which they made the best of with 
cross hatching, or perhaps an over- 
sight in the engraving of the die 
which was later corrected. 

There is one important variety on 
the 3c scarlet. The point of the tip 
of the right hand 3 is normally in 
line with the line above CENTS. In 
the variety, this point is well above 
the line. This cannot be a new die 
or there would be other differences. 
The explanation is that the transfer 
roll became hopelessly damaged and 
a new one had to be prepared, during 
the preparation of which this differ- 
ence occurred while adding the figure 
of value. 


There are several intermediate 
shades of the 4c, between yellow 
ochre and bistre, but no _ plate 
varieties. 


The 5e denomination, in blue and 
deep blue, shows two re-entries, a 
doubling of CANADA on stamp #10 
UL plate #1, and the Bluenose var- 
lety on stamp #79 UL plate #2. Both 
have been retouched. The 5e is also 
known imperforate vertically. 

The 8c value, in orange and deep 
orange, shows no varieties of im- 
portance. The value that accompanied 
the set, the 13c, is found in violet 
and deep violet.

THAT LATIN WORDING 


On September 27th, Australia 
brought out two stamps of 212d de- 
nomination to commemorate the cen- 
tenary of the issue of adhesive post- 
age stamps in Australia. New South 
Wales and Victoria issued postage 
stamps in 1850 and the design of one 
stamp from first issues of these 
states have been used basically for 
the new stamps. If, as stated in their 
P.O.D. circular, a simile or play on 
words linked the slogan in the de- 
sign with personal achievement of 
the designer, that seems to be one of 
those things for the book. We quote 
from the circular: 

“The first New South Wales stamp 
was based mainly on the design of 
one of the Great Seals of the Colony. 
The great Seal arrived from England 
in 1791, and the principal motif was 
a medallion prepared by the famous 
English potter, Josiah Wedgwood. 
The latin inscription “sic fortis Etru- 
ria crevit? (thus mighty Etruria 
grew) is probably a fanciful sugges- 
tion to denote the progress at Sydney 
similar to the progress of the Wedg- 
wood pottery which was named Etru- 
ria.” The design shows early settlers 
landing at Sydney and being received 
by Industry.” 

Incidently the samps are printed 
alternately in the sheet—a new de- 
parture for that commonwealth. 


We have received a copy of the 
season’s program of the T.T.C.

REFORD STAMPS BRING $18,500 


New York, Oct. 4.—Part of the 
Canadian postage stamp collection of 
the late Dr. Lewis L. Reford of 
Montreal brought $18,500 in the first 
session of a four-day auction sale. 

Highest-priced single stamps were 
two copies of the 12-penny black of 
1851, both damaged, which sold for 


$700 each. A 7%-penny green of 
1857, listed as “very fine” brought 
$525. 


The current auction is the second 
of the Reford collection, described as 
the largest collection of Canadian 
stamps ever dispersed. Last March 
approximately 1,200 lots were sold 
for a total of $85,000. A third select- 
ion will be auctioned early in 1951. 


Looking over a list of steamers 
carrying overseas mail we enjoyed 
the poetic sounding names of some 
of them, such as—Franconia, Sam- 
aria, Wanstead, Capo Vita, Vigoer, 
Alameda, Serampore, Ascania, Scy- 
thia, Alcoa Pegasus, and Irish Hazel, 
Waitemata, etc.

#84 Imperial Penny Postage Cover 

I guess it was Walt Bayley of To- 
ronto who ran into the lot,—and they 
are lovely indeed. The covers come 
in two colors, light rose and lght 
green. The over-all design is some- 
what similar to the Mulready envelop 
with the legend at the top “To Com- 
memorate the Inauguration of Im- 
perial Penny Postage” with the 
words “Christmas Day 1898” at the 

‘bottom. They are 5% x 4% and bear 

the imprint at the bottom “Entered 
According to Act of Parliament in 
the Year 1898 by the Review Ptg. Co., 
at the Department of Agriculture”— 
all in one line in small caps. 

Those I have seen are unaddressed, 
all bear the Penny Postage commem- 
orative of 1898 cancelled Berlin, Ont., 
Dec. 25, 1898. Very nice. 

What a silly question! Of course I 
have one of each in my collection,— 
think Pd miss up on anything as nice 
as these? 








#85 17c—Used Block of 6 

Don’t think I mentioned it before, 
that nice used block of 6 of the 17e 
1859 in the Reford Sale—Lot #460, 
now reposes in my collection. It 
really is a beauty—well centered and 
lightly cancelled. Even the photo 
doesn’t do it due justice. 

Pm not telling this to brag—but 
to let readers know I do collect some- 
thing besides sidelines, illustrated 
covers and the like. I believe the 
block includes #52-53-54 and #62-63- 
64 on the sheet. 





#86 Small Queens 2c Gutter Blocks 

This stamp was printed in sheets 
of 200, composed of two panes of 100 
arranged horizontally. The right pane 


—plate #1, and the left pane plate. 


#2. A gutter between was to pro- 
vide space for cutting the full sheets 
into post office panes of 100. 

How many of these were issued in 
uncut sheets? A few years ago Jim

the market, and at least one block 
was in his April auction. The Reford 
sale—lot #593, included a full sheet 
of 200. 

Personally I expect that wide gut- 
ter blocks are a devil of a lot scarcer 
than either the part perforate or im- 
perforate varieties. Can anyone re- 
port owning other full sheets of 200? 





#87 Heckler “Service” and 
“Official” Overprints 

Pll be darn if I ever seem to run 
across any of these overprinted on 
envelopes, and yet everyone else 
seems to find them that way, or on 
cards. In fact that is the only way 
most lists mention them. I have three, 
but Pll be darn if they aren't all on 
wrappers! 





#88 Official Perforated Initials 

O.H.M.S. perforated stamps seem 
to be all the rage right at the mom- 
ent probably due to the new over- 
printed issue. Did you know that 
Ontario has at least one “Official” 
perforated initial in use? It’s the 
L.A. variety,—apparently for Legis- 
lative Assembly—every copy I have 
is cancelled “House of Assembly, 
P.O., Ontario, Toronto.” 





#89 King Edward—Large Die Essays 
While Boggs, page 353, mentions 
only a 1c dark green on white glazed 
paper, did you note that Reford Sale 
lots 817, 818 and 819 consisted of 
Large Die Essays, mounted on heavy 
cardboard. Those were in black, red 
brown and bright ultra marine. All 
were engraved by Perkins, Bacon and 
Co. of course. Lot 817 is illustrated 
in the catalog, which should be in 
every Canadian collector’s library! 

It was officially reported in Switz- 
erland last month that when the cur- 
rent supplies of air mail stamps are 
exhausted, no more will be printed.

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My Nova Scotia Shilling 


By Chas. E. Jenny 


Editor’s Note:—This month’s re- 
print is a bit different but believe 
many will like it. The story is taken 
from The Canadian Philatelist, Vol. 
II, No. 8, April, 1893, L. M. Staebler, 
London, Ont., publisher. 





To introduce myself, it will only 
be necessary to say that I am a 
stamp collector. I have scraped to- 
gether by various means in the 
course of ten years about three 
thousand varieties. In the course of 
my collecting I have met with many 
adventures, amusing and otherwise, 
have had lots of fun and have got 
together a collection of which I am 
very proud, although it is not what 
would be called a valuable one. Many 
of my stamps I have come by in 
queer and extraordinary manners, 
and I have a Nova Scotia shilling, 
the history of whose acquisition I 
must relate to you. 

It was about three years ago, 
when my collection was about half 
its present size. I had a pretty fair 
lot of Nova Scotia stamps, but the 
possession of a genuine shilling was 
a little beyond my expectations at 
that time. I was on a visit to a 
friend in New York City and had 
taken in all the sights of the big 
city, visited all the stamp dealers 
and made a few small purchases, and 
was on the lookout for finds and I 
found one. I had my album with me, 
but had never shown it to my 
cousins. One evening I was sitting 
in the library hinging a few new 
purchases into my album, when my 
cousin Fanny, who was alone with 
me (the rest had gone to the 
theatre), asked me to play a game 
of euchre. 

“All right,” said I, “as soon as I 
have stuck in two more stamps.” 

“So you are a stamp crank, are 
you?” said she. “You are almost as 
bad as my friend, Alice Murray used 
to be. I never told you about it, did 
1?” she continued. “I guess she has 
got more stamps than you ever saw 
— an awful lot; she papered her 
room with them.”

“Yes, About three years ago. she 
heard of someone papering a room 
with old postage stamps, and, as her 
father has lots of stamps come to 
him, she thought she would try it. 
She asked all her friends to save 
them up for her, and ın about a year 
had a whole trunkful—an awful lot 
—I do not remember just how many, 
but it must have been almost a mil- 
lion. Then she had what she called 
a papering bee. She sent out invita- 
tions to all her friends to help her 
stick them on the walls of her room. 
The trunkful of stamps was placed 
in the middle of the room, and there 
were benches and step-ladders for 
the boys to climb up on, for they had 
to paper the ceiling and top of the 
walls, and we girls began at the 
mouldings and worked upward. 
There were a lot of dishes of paste 
already made up, and we set to work. 
We had great fun, and every once in 
a while we found funny stamps with 
such queer pictures on them. When 
we got tired of pasting, we had 
games out in the other rooms, and 
refreshments. We met twice a week 
for seven or eight weeks, and at the 
last ‘bee’ we finished the room, hav- 
ine papered the four walls and the 
ceiling so that there was not the 
least speck of plastering showing 


through. Then we had dedicatory ex- 


ercises and speeches and toasts, and 
all that sort of thing, you know, and 
then we voted for the prettiest 
stamp on the walls. The most of 
them voted for a funny square 
purple stamp with a pretty leaf de- 
sign on it — I think it said New 
Brunswick, or Nova Scotia, or some- 
thine like that, on it. I thought it 
was pretty, but I thought a little 
red one with a beaver on it was 
prettier; it was so odd, too. You 
have one like it? Yes, that is it.” 

“Who is Alice Murray? Where 
does she live? Has she got the 
stamps on the walls now? Do you 
suppose I could see them? Could you 
introduce me?” 

These questions were rapidly rat- 
tled off from my tongue with an in- 
terest and energy that showed me

thoroughly in earnest, and Fanny re- 
plied to them as thoroughly as she 


could. Alice Murray was a friend of 
hers — a real nice girl — she knew 
that I would like her. Yes, of course 
she would introduce me. 

Well, I did not take much interest 
in our game of euchre that evening 
and Fanny beat me shamefully, for 
thoughts of that stamp-adorned 
room floated through my brain, and 
that purple stamp—could it be a 
Nova Scotia shilling? 

I dreamed that night that my bed- 
room was papered with Nova Scotia 
shillings, and even the morning light 
scarcely drove the purple mist from 
before my eyes. 

A few evenings later, I was intro- 
duced to Miss Murray. In spite of 
prescribed customs on such oc- 
casions, she was not charmingly 
beautiful nor did I fall in love at 
first sight. She was just an ordinary 
young lady, with an attractive face 
and pleasing manner, and I mentally 
sized her up as tiptop. Fanny told 
her I was a stamp collector, and how 
I was interested in hearing that she 
had so many. 

“Oh,” she said, “you are interested 
in stamps. Well, you must come up 
and sée mine. Everybody says it is 
quite a curiosity,. but it has become 
an old story to me.” And she told 
me how she had got the idea, how 
she had collected the stamps and how 
they had been put in place. She said 
that she had almost a waste basket 
full left over, but she had destroyed 
them. There were about five hundred 
thousand stamps on the walls. As 
this was a common hobby to us, we 
got so interested in talking it over 
that in a short time we came to feel 
like old friends. I had expressed a 
very. earnest wish to see her room, 
and she had again heartily invited 
me to call and do so.

“I suppose you want to see the 
stamp room. Come this way, please.” 

I felt a little awed at entering 
this virgin sanctum, but my phila- 
telic enthusiasm arose within me as 
I discovered at once a rare Japanese 
stamp just at my right on entering. 

“Isn't this great!” said I. 

“Here,” she said, “is the stamp we 
thought was the prettiest.” 

She walked over to the opposite 
side of the room and raised the 
shades a trifle higher, ¡and there, 
just above our heads, was the Nova 
Scotia shilling. My admiration was 
outspoken, and when she saw that I 
recognized the stamp and seemed to 
set a great value on it she was 
surprised and asked about it. I told 
her of its value and how eagerly it 
was sought by collectors, and then I 
told her about other stamps and 
showed her that she had some rare 
ones among the many common ones 
on the walls. She listened with in- 
terest, and I found I had gained an- 
other devotee for Philatelia. 

I found many stamps new to me 
on the walls, although of course the 
greater part were common Ameri- 
cans. I felt as though I was walking 
around inside the covers of a great 
stamp album. The ceiling was cov- 
ered entirely with blue stamps, a 
great many of the fifteen centimes — 
French being among the number, but 
the sides of the room were covered 
in a style which our grandmothers 
called “hit or miss,” which gave the 
room a decidely Oriental appearance. 
So interested did I become in exam- 
ining the walls that our call was 
prolonged considerably beyond what 
is considered the proper time for a

call in New York, and Fanny had 
to remind me that it was already 
getting late. I parted reluctantly 
with Miss Murray and her stamps, 
but was partly consoled by a promise 
from her to call and see my collec- 
tion. 

My stay in New York lasted an- 
other month, and after this I often 
met Miss Murray and we became 
very intimate. She informed me one 
day that she was going to have the 
stamps soaked off, that is, all the 
good ones, and her room papered 
with a less expensive paper, and she 
was going to start a collection of 
stamps. Would I come up some time 
and show her which ones to save? 
Of course I would be delighted to. 
And so she began collecting. She 
gave me several of which she had 
duplicates, which added to my col- 
lection, and I advised her in the pur- 
chase of an album and a catalogue. 
She learned very rapidly and became 
an enthusiast. Of course she retained 
the Nova Scotia shilling. She had 
offered it to me when I first ex- 
‘pressed my admiration for it, but I 
declined to accept a gift so valuable 
in my eyes, and she now kept it as 
the gem of her album. | 

One day we were out for a ride in 
the country. 1 had got out of the 
carriage to pick a flower for her 
when a freight train rushed by near 
us. The horses became frightened 
and stood upon their haunches, and 
were just starting to run as I leaped 
for the bridle. I caught it, however, 
and my hold was good. I was dragged 
about a hundred yards, and came out 
of it with no worse mishap than a 
broken arm. Miss Murray «was not 
even frightened on her own account, 
but I noticed she was almost as pale 
as I was before J fainted, a little 
later, from the pain. A week later, 
with my arm in a sling, I left New 
York for my Canadian home. Miss 
Murray was at the station to see me 
off and pressed into my hand a little 
present, she said, which she wished 
me to accept. She would be very 
sorry if I did not, and she wanted 
me to wait till I got home before I 
opened it. I promised and then bid 
her good-bye, I received a promise 
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from her to write, and the cars sped 
out to northward, I felt a little lone- 


‘some to think that it would be many 


a long month, perhaps years, before 
I should see Miss Murray again. 

Two days afterwards I was at. 
home, and almost my first act after 
greeting my parents and brothers 
was to go to my room and open the 
little envelope that Alice had given 
me. You have probably guessed it 
already. It was the Nova Scotia shil- 
ling. My first thought was to write 
to her, enclosing it and refusing to 
accept it, but upon further thought 
I changed my mind, and so I have it 
today. Not only is it the most valu- 
able stamp in my collection from a 
monetary standpoint, but from its 
associations I rank it far above all 
the rest. 

I still correspond with Miss Mur- 
ray and hope some day to meet her 
again and compare collections with 
her. I sometimes ask her if she does 
not regret parting with the Nova 
Scotia stamp, but she always replies 
that if it had been a “Connell” or a 
“Brattleboro” she would have given 
it as cheerfully. 


INTENSIVE STUDY OF P.E.L 


Throughout the years Prince Ed- 
ward Island and its stamps have 
been the subject of much philatelic 
study. Perhaps it’s the romantic aura 
that is envisioned about an island. 
Be that as it may there is presently 
a Prince Edward Island Study Group 
that is intensively delving into every- 
thing philatelic about P.E.I. Among 
them is Mayor A. K. Grimmer, of 
Temiskamine, Que., to whom P.E.I. 
is a special preference, rivalling his 
penchant for the small Queen’s 
stamp. His contribution to the group 
no doubt will be outstanding. 


A plan to create a separate postal 
system for the United Nations now 
awaits final approval by the General 
Assembly, after the budgetary com- 
mittee recommended the adoption of 
the plan. Postal experts advised the 
United Nations that an annual sav- 
ings of at least $21,000.00 could be 
affected in present postal costs and 
that moreover a substantial revenue 
could be expected from the sale of 
special stamps to collectors through- 
out the world.

AA A ER E NETE 
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REGULATIONS RESPECTING 
REPRODUCTION OF POSTAGE 
STAMPS 


1. In these regulations “postage 
stamps” means any postage stamp or 
impression issued or used under 
authority of the Government or pro- 
per authority of Great Britain, or of 
any British Dominion or possession, 
or of any foreign country. 

2. Reproductions of postage 
stamps may be made and published 
in black and white only, where they 
accompany or illustrate news items 
or articles in newspapers, magazines 
and other periodicals, in philatelic 
publications and catalogues, and on 
the stationery of philatelic clubs and 
societies: provided that every such 
reproduction shall be clearly and dis- 
tinctly defaced and that the defacing 
line is embodied in the plate or die 
from which the reproduction is made. 


3. No reproduction of any postage 
stamp, other than the reproductions 
authorized by section two, shall be 
made or published in Canada unless 
specific permission in writing to 
make or publish such reproduction 
has first been obtained from the 
Postmaster General. 

4. Application for permission to 
make or publish reproductions of 
postage stamps, other than those 
authorized by section two, shall be 
made in writing to the Director of 
Financial Services, Post Office De- 
partment, Ottawa. 

5. Permission will not be granted 
in any case for the reproduction of 
postage stamps on envelopes or other 
like containers or articles. 

6. Where permission has been 
granted by the Postmaster General 
for the reproduction in colour of 
postage stamps, every such repro- 
duction shall be at least fifty per cent 
larger or smaller than the original 
and shall be clearly and distinctly 
defaced, and the defacing line shall 
be embodied in the plate ar die from 
which the reproduction is made. 

7. Plates or dies used or employed 
in the reproduction of postage stamps 
authorized or permitted pursuant to 
these regulations shall be made en- 
tirely of babbit or other soft metal 
or material; in no case shall steel be 
used in the manufacture of any such 
plate or die. 

8. Every one who wilfully violates 


any of these regulations is guilty of 
an indictable offence and liable to 
the penalty prescribed by section 
eighty four of the Post Office Act.

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LAID PAPER 2c GREEN OF 1868 
SOLD FOR $3,800 AT AUCTION 


Canada's rarest stamp, the 2c green 
of 1868 on laid paper, sold for $3,800, 
a record price, when Harmer, Rooke 
& Co., (Oct. 3-6) auctioned the sec- 
ond part of the Dr. Lewis L. Reford's 
great collection of British North 
America. 

Only two copies of the 2c green on 
laid paper exist. This one was in the 
famous Ferarri collection, and Dr. 
Reford paid $1,250 for it. The other 
one belongs to an American collector. 
The buyer of the Reford rarity is K, 
Bileski, Winnipeg dealer. 

The Part II Reford sale realized a 
total of $64,000. 

A $5 green 1918 War Savings 
stamp with French inscription was 
sold for $725 to George S. Wege 
of Toronto. A similar stamp with 
English inscription brought only $70. 

A price of $1,025 was paid for a 
brilliant mint sheet-margin block of 
10 of the 6e dark brown of the Large 
Cents issue. The inverted center $2 
red and black Bill stamp in a vertical 
pair fetched $400. A cover with a 
block of four and a pair of the 3p 
red beaver (No. 12) realized $825. 

A used top sheet-margin block of 
eight of No. 4, with “a few tears and 
creases,” sold for $480. A strip of 
three of the 6p brownish gray on 
cover, $600. A corner sheet-margin 
used pair of the 10p blue of 1855, 
$310. A used block of six of the 5e

TWICE TOLD TALES 


In the realm of philately there are 
certain stamps about which some rare 
flaw, historic incident, genuine scarc- 
ity or monetary worth make them 
attractive items for the inquiring re- 
porter or feature writer to write into 
a story for the lay press or popular 
magazine. There are a dozen or so 
such stamps one may anticipate being 
written up periodically. 

Recently we read such a story 
from “Coronet”, September 1949, 
issue. entitled “The Million—Dollar 
Stamp”, by J. Douglas Johnson, who 
has dealt in more than usual interest- 
ing detail with Nicarague’s Volcano 
stamp which had considerable to do 
with choice of route for the Panama 
Canal. 

Briefly, a canal to link the At- 
lantic and Pacific oceans was favour- 
ed for a route through Nicaragua, 
following financial difficulties which 
halted construction of the Panama 
Cana! early in the 20th century. A 
young French engineer, who had been 
chief engineer on the original Pan- 
ama canal, never lost faith in it and 
crusaded for completion of it. But 
the Nicaragua route had gained fav- 
our and seemed destined for adoption, 
until volcanic eruptions occurring in 
various parts of the world gave the 
engineer an idea, particularly when 
it was reported volcanic eruptions 
had occurred in Nicaragua. What in- 
fluence he may have had in having 
the press play up the reports we do 
not know, but there were no vol- 
canoes active or potential in Panama 
within hundreds of miles. Thus Pan- 


destruction such as might occur in 
Nicaragua, Publicity in this respect 
was branded a scare trick by a crafty 
Frenchman and Nicaraugan Ministers 
denied that voleanoes were active in 
that country. The engineer’s crusade 
for the Panama route seemed lost 
until he thought of the Nicaraguan 
stamp showing Mt. Momotombo in 
volcanic eruption. 

Canvassing dealers in two cities 
and sweating over addressing letters 
to all Senators of the U.S. congress, 
he enclosed a copy of the volcano 
stamp attached to a plain sheet of 
paper in each envelope. Inscription 
on the sheet pointed out that it was 
a Nicaraguan stamp and that the 
eruption pictured on the stamp had 
collapsed the wharf pictured in the 
foreground. The letters were mailed. 
They had their effect on congress, 
and the Panama route was adopted. 
Perhaps, this stands out as one of 
the cleverest pieces of lobbying ever 
carried out. Millions of dollars cer- 
tainly hung on the decision swayed 
by the stamp.

The recent surcharging of current Canada with OHMS has attracted considerable 
attention to the early issues perforated OHMS. These come in TYPE A LARGE 
OHMS (5 holes in vertical bars of H). All are quite scarce. TYPE B SMALL OHMS 
(4 holes in H) were for the most part available mint at Ottawa. The surcharged 
OHMS replaced these. The surcharges have been withdrawn and replaced with 
stamps overprinted G. As they were used less than a year they are quite scarce.
